All positions are open equally to men and women. 


CORRECTIONAL OFFICERS* work with adult 
offenders age 16 and over. Since the correc- 
tional officer has more contact with the inmate 
than any other staff, the job is an essential one 
in the rehabilitative process. It requires personal 
integrity, an impartial attitude, flexibility, and 
patience. Interaction with inmates, supervision 
and counseling are the main aspects of the job. 


The actual functions of correctional officers 
differ, depending on the nature of the institu- 
tion, e.g. minimum, medium, or maximum 
institution. Shift work is compulsory. 


Educational Requirements: Secondary school 
graduation; preferably an undergraduate degree, 
with specialization in one of the social sciences, 
from a university of recognized standing, OR 
successful completion of a two year certificate 
program in the social service area at a College 

of Applied Arts and Technology.

PROBATION/PAROLE - 
PROBATION/ARTERGARE OFFICERS 


Probation and Parole Officers deal solely with 
adults. Following recruitment, they receive 
orientation in the principles and practices of 
the work at the Court, the institution, and the 
community levels. 


Officers prepare pre-sentence reports, including 
social and family histories, for the use of judges. 
They also supervise adults who are either 
completing probation or parole terms or have 
returned to the community from an institution, 
but are still the responsibility of the Ministry. 
Community investigation reports are prepared 
for the Parole Board and for Temporary Absence 
Committees. Officers involve themselves in 
volunteer programs in their respective commu- 
nities. In addition, they have the responsibility 
of promoting community understanding and 
acceptance of the Ministry's methods and goals, 
as well as cooperating with other community 
social agencies. 


Educational Requirements: Bachelor's degree, 
preferably in social sciences. Due to a larger 
number of applicants, previous related work 
experience and/or higher educational 
qualifications are helpful. 


TEACHERS in the Ministry are qualified 
elementary and secondary school teachers and 
work on a regular teaching contract with good 
salary and fringe benefits. Ministry of Education 
curricula are used in all schools and teachers 
are encouraged to be innovative. 


Educational Requirements: Basic Ontario 
Teaching Certification with special qualifications 
or interest in other areas is desirable. 


TRADE INSTRUCTORS. There are three levels 
of trade instructors, with the level depending 

on the type of trade. Trade instructors, unlike 
vocational teachers, work as Civil Servants on a 
12-month teaching year. Appropriate trade 
experience is required. 


NURSES are members of the Health Care Team 
in each of our institutions. In a large institution 
a nurse may be a senior or head nurse ina 
leadership role providing direction, making 
decisions, evaluating, modifying, counseling, 
acting as a resource person, promoting the 
concept of health by example and through 
health education materials, discussions, and 
lectures. 


Educational Requirements: Head Nurse or 
Coordinator — Baccalaureate in Nursing with 
post graduate diploma in Unit management, 
and/or public health experience preferred. 


General Duty (N-2, N-3 classification) — post 
diploma course in psychiatric nursing would be 
an asset. 


All nurses must hold current registration in 
Ontario, and psychiatric education or 
experience is preferred. 


SOCIAL WORKERS are expected to work ina 
multidisciplined program and perform a variety 
of functions within the Ministry's facilities. 
These include the provision of counseling ser- 
vices, serving on institutional and community 
committees, involvement in staff development, 
and participation in the intake, classification, 
and ongoing review of rehabilitative programs. 


Social workers are employed in regional deten- 
tion centres or correctional institutions. They 
may act as consultants in community programs, 
viz., probation and parole. Their duties involve 
interviewing and counseling residents and 
preparing case histories; contacting relatives, 
schools, and social agencies for assistance in 
the solution of problems. Initiating and partici- 
pating in social therapeutic activity both inside 
and outside the institutions is an important 
aspect of their work. 


Educational Requirements: M.S.W. or M.C.A. 


PSYCHOMETRISTS provide psychological 
testing and test evaluation procedures for 
diagnostic and treatment purposes to residents 
of institutions, e.g., intelligence, aptitude, per- 
sonality, and vocational tests. Psychometrists 
are also expected to provide psychological 
counseling under supervision and prepare case 
histories and evaluations. Psychometrists 
usually perform under the supervision of 
psychologists, but may also function as inde- 
pendent members of an institutional treatment 
team. Some staff development and research 
functions are also included in these positions. 


Educational Requirements: M.A. in psychology. 
There are a limited number of positions for 
Honours B.A. in psychology. 


OFFICE SUPPORT SERVICES - Secretarial, 
clerical and typing support staff perform an 
integral function in all Ministry institutions and 
field offices. Duties and responsibilities are 
varied, depending upon the classification, and 
positions range from those requiring basic 
level clerical duties, to supervisory clerical 
roles and personal secretaries to senior 
Ministry officials. 


Educational Requirements: Grade 10, plus 
successful completion of the approved Civil 
Service Commission tests where applicable. 
Positions above entry level require previous 
experience.
